Four Members of Orphans Hope Lodge 
Receive Henry Price Medals.

When Rt. Wor. Charles O. Jordan, dla- 
trlct deputy grind mister of the 2flth 
Muonic district was announced In wilt-

Hope lodge, A. F. & A. M. list Friday 
evening, he was met by a distinguished 
escort, four veterans who have been Ma- 
sons over fifty years. A special Invita- 
tion had been extended to these veterans 
to be present and one came twenty miles. 
They were: Martin E. Hawes, Oliver 
Bufrcll, Ellery C. Crocker of Medflcld, 
and John M. Whitcomb, and later in the 
evening they were the recipients of 
honors. 

District Deputy Jordan was accom- 
panied by Wor. Br^>. Atherton N. Hunt of 
Delta lodge of Braintree as deputy grand 
marshal and these gentlemen soon Installed 
In approved form the following ofllcers 
for the ensuing year, all having been re- 
elected or reappointed :

District Deputy Jordan congratulated 
each officer upon his election, and the 
lodge as a whole upon having such capa. 
ble ofllcers. Secretary Evans has held bis 
office since 1874 with the exception of the 
years when he was senior warden and 
master; and It was Treasurer Torrey’s 
tenth Installation Into his office. Chap- 
lain Hawes was Installed for the 33rd or 
34th time. 

The four veterans above named were 
then assembled, and District Deputy Jor- 
dan, at the request of Wor. Master Tor- 
rey, decorated each with a Henry Price 
medal, which Is highly esteemed among 
masons. He referred to the early slrug_ 
gles of masonry, and said It was remark _ 
able that two of the four veterans were 
past masters of the lodge. 

Past Master Ilawes responded first. He 
is the the oldest past master of the lodge, 
having served in 1871 to 1874. He said 
Masonry meant something to him. Some- 
times he thought he ought to retire from 
the office of chaplain, but he loved the 
work. He recalled reminiscences. 

Past Master Whitcomb said it was one 
of the pleasantest occasions in his 


lCttwmlc life. He told of how the mem 
bera of 50 years ago came to lodge In a 
four-horse coach from South Weymouth. 
He said Bro. W. S. Wallace of Brain- 
tree took the degrees at the same time he 
did. He referred to the large number of 
Weymouth men who had joined the order 
and referred to Masonry as the greatest 
Institution on earth. Mr. Whitcomb has 
taken 32 degrees in Masonry. 

Bro. Burrell thanked the lodge for the 
medal and said he had been a Mason 56 
years. He told of visiting lodges In Cal 
Ifornla, and recalled reminiscences, par- 
ticularly of Civil war times.

To Elect Members to Consti- 
tutional Convention. 

Next May a special election will be held 
in Weymouth and throughout Massachu- 
setts to elect delegates to the Constltu. 
tional Convention to meet at the State 
House June G. 

Weymouth will vote for 16, to be 
elected as follows : 

Sixteen at large in Massachusetts. 

Four from the 14th Congressional dis- 
trict, and 

One from the Weymouth representative 
dlatrlct. 

At-large candidates for delegates must 
have 1200 names of registered voters on 
nomination papers. 

Candidates from Congressional districts 
will need 600 names. 

Those running In Representative dis- 
tricts will require 100 names. 

The last day for tiling nomination pa- 
pers by candidates for the convention will 
be March G. The last day for withdraw- 
als, March 9. The primaries for nomin- 
ating candidates for delegates to the con- 
vention will be held April 3. 

Election day for choosing delegates to 
the constitutional convention is May 1, 
and under the provisions of the act passed 
by the last Legislature the first session of 
the convention will take place June G, the 
Brat Wednesday in June, when it la ex- 
pected that the Legislature of 1917 will 
have completed its labors aud have beeu 
prorogued. 

There ia not supposed to be any politics 
in the Constitutional convention aud the 
Legislature has provided in the act au- 
thorizing the convention that there shall 
not be any party or political designation 
of candidates on the primary or election 
ballots. 

The number of delegates to be elected 
is fixed at 320, and their salaries shall not 
exceed $750 eacb. The members of the 
convention are to receive the same mile- 
age as members of the Legislature and 
the euabllug act for the convention stales 
that the sergeant-at-arms of the Legisla- 
ture is to provide suitable quailers aud 
facilities for exercising their functions. 

, Now, gentlemen of Weymouth, don’t 
hesitate to announce your caudldacy as a 
delegate. Decide w hether you waut to 
ruu at large, or iu the Congressional dis- 
trict or iu the Weymouth district, and 
tin u go to it. Nomination papers must be 
filed before March G, less than three 
mouths from date.

It was on Jan. 29, 1915, that Edward 
Brown Nevin, in prime of life and vigor of 
manhood passed to the great beyond. To 
those of his home aud a limited few asso- 
ciates the passing was not a surprise, but 
to the world at large the going out was 
an unlooked for event. 

Although not a native of Weymouth his 
departure was a serious loss, as for more 
than a quarter of a century he took a deep 
interest In Ills adopted town and his busi- 
ness knowledge and sound judgment had 
been found of great value. He is, 
however, more seriously missed and 
mourned at South Weymouth, where he 
had been an important factor In promot- 
ing village improvement and social life.

In 1897 and 1898 he ably represented 
tills district us representative aud iu 1904 
and 1905 be was chosen as senator from 
the first senatorial district. 

In 1893 he was elected a director of the 
First National Bank of South Weymouth. 
He became vice- president of this institu- 
tion in 1899. He served In this capacity

Previous to 1914, Weymouth always re- 
ceived a check from the State Treasurer 
when a balance sheet was made up of the 
State assessments upon towns, and the 
sums due the town from the State.

Each year since It is the Treasurer 
of Weymouth, instead of the State Treas- 
urer, who has drawu the check, aud each 
year it is a larger one, being 87,409.00 
this year.

Can Be Recommended.

Baked Onion* for an Invalid.— Pro- 1 

pnrod in this way, onions nro served 
froquontly In sanitariums, when onions 
cooked In other wnys nro tnboo. Use 1 
the large white or yellow onions. Do 
not peel, but arrange In a baking dish, < 
still In their Jnrkets nnd add enough I 
water to prevent burning. Bnkc until ' 
they are thoroughly tender, the center < 
being steamed In Its own Juices. When I 
ready to serve, remove the outer Jacket ( 
of skin, season with salt, pamper nnd ' 
butter and serve very hot. 

Kenilworth Ranch Fried Onions. — 
Cut In slices nnd sonk In inilk ten min- 
utes. Then dip In flour nnd Immerse fu 
boiling fat hot enough to brown In- 
stantly. You cannot keep the slices 
whole nfter they have fried six or seven 
minutes. Tnke out with n skimmer, lay- 
on brown paper a few moments to ab- 
sorb all fat and serve with stenk or 
veal cutlets. They will be firm and 
delicious. 

Glazed On lone.— Choose mild onions 
for this way of cooking. Melt half u 
cupful of butter In n saucepan, then 
put In as many peeled onions as will 
fit In without crowding. Move about 
until all are well coated with butter, 
sprinkle with n tnblespoonful of sugar, 
then pour over them a well-flavored 
soup stock. If yam have no stock on 
hand dissolve a little beef extract In 
hot water nnd salt well. Simmer until 
the onions are tender, take off the lid 
of the saucepan uml let the stock sim- 
mer down to about half a cupful. Serve 
In a heated dtovered dish ns an accom- 
paniment to u roast of pork or mut- 
ton. 

Pickled Onions.— Use the smallest 
onions you cun find, pour hot water on 
them and let them stand until tlielr 
skins can easily be removed. Make 
enough brine to cover the onions; let 
them remain in It from one morning 
until the next ; repluce the old brine 
with new, allowing It also to remain on 
the onions 24 hours, and change the 
brine again on the third morning. On 
the fourth morning put the onions In 
fresh water and heut them to the scald- 
ing point, stirring frequently. A pint 
of milk added to the water will help 
whiten the onions during this boiling. 
Drain well and place the onions In q 
jar, pouring scalding hot vinegar over 
them. 

If spiced pickles are desired, place 
one-half pound of "prepared” spices, 
such as may be procured nt the gro* 
cer’s, In thin bags, and steep them in 
the vinegar 15 minutes. But If the 
whiteness that is so appetizing in 
pickled onions is to be retained, the 
spices must be omitted. As the onions 
are placed In the Jar, distribute sliced 
red peppers through them. These 
pickles present a very attractive ap- 
pearance when put up in glass Jara 
nnd staled the snme as cunned fruit 
They are particularly nice served wltt 
cold meats or tish of any kind. — Emms 
Paddock Telford In Kansas City Star. 

Fried Raw Turnip. 

For a family of six persons grind 
with coarse meat grinder four medi- 
um-sized raw turnips. Place elthci 
fresh pork fat or hum l'at hi frying 
pan ; when hot put in ground turnips 
with about .one-half cupful of water 
to fry. Season 'with salt and pepper. 
As water bolls out gradually add jusl 
enough water to make a brown liquid; 
continue cooking until turnips nre soft 
and of golden brown. Nice when 
served with steak, pork chops or fried 
ham. 

Date Pie. 

Two cupfuls of dates, stoned nnc j 
chopped. Spread evenly over bottom ' 
of plate that has previously been lined \ 
with rich paste, then make a custard I 
with the yolks of three eggs, one cup- I 
ful milk, one-third cupful sugar, pinch 
! of salt, little nutmeg. Pour over dates 
1 and hake in slow oven till custard is 
firm. Frost with the whites of twe 
eggs and one-half cupful sugar. Brown 
in oven.

Winter Clothespin Apron. 

To hnng out clothes in winter: Make 
a convenient clothespin apron, and a 
little while before hanging out the ! 
clothes put the pins In the oven until 
' well heated through. Then tie on the 
apron and put the hot pins in the 
pocket. These keep the bunds from 
becoming chilled and the work of 
hanging out clothes Is more easily and 
quickly done.

Five regiments of militia, totaling 
about 0,000 men, have been ordered 
home from the Mexican border. They 
ure the Seventh New York, the First 
South Carolina, tho Third Indlnnn, the 
Third Wisconsin nnd the Third Min- 
nesota.

The order came ns a surprise, be- 
cause Secretary Baker announced n 
month ago That regiments would go 
home only as others were sent to re- 
place them. The reserves for relief 
duty were exhausted some time ago. 

It Is now announced that tho new 
order was “in pursuance of a policy 
already announced to withdraw the 
militia gradually in accordance with 
the recommendations of General Fuu- 
ston.” 

Whether this movement will be fol- 
lowed by further withdrawals was not 
Indicated, hut the understanding Is 
that all the militia will go homo ns 
soon as tho Mexican commission 
agrees to the withdrawal of Pershing’s 
expedition from Mexico.

And so It was thnt when Christmas 
came round there was nothing for 
gifts in the Van Schoonhoven cabin 
nnd. worse than that, nothing to eat. 


I'll tell you why, I think, Santa Claus Vbo principal meat was venison, but 


comes down tho chimney with his 
pack. He began to bring little children 
gifts many years ago. At that time 
chimneys were very different from 
what they are now, nnd tho fireplaces 
were different too. The chimneys were 
so lnrge thnt chimney sweeps would go 
down Into them nml clenn out the ac- 
cumulated soot. The fireplaces were 
deep nnd wide. There were In those 
days no cook stoves in which to pre- 
pare meals. The cooking was done in 
the fireplace. There was an iron Im- 
plement In every fireplace called n 
ernne, on which the kettle was hung 
nnd could bo swung over the fire. An- 
other Implement wna tho spit, some- 
thing like a big arrow, which was stuck 
Into the meat so thnt the cook might 
hold It In position (o be cooked. 

In those days, too, .the houses, es- 
pecially of the groat mass of poor peo- 
ple, were low, nnd the chimney top was 
much more easily reached than now. 

I can conceive of a snowdrift against 
the side of a peasant’s cabin forming 
n perfect slope with tho roof to tho 
ground, nnd when packed hard or ln- 
crustcil Santa Claus might drive his 
reindeers right up to the chimney top, 
nnd nothing would be easier than for 
him to let himself down Into the grent 
flreplnco nnd leave his gifts there. 

I have told you these things about 
how Santo Claus got Into the habit of 
descending the chimney with his gifts 
—a habit tbnt seems to have stuck to 
him — because I am going to tell you 
a story about a family who lived sev- 
eral hundred years ago in the Dutch 
colony which Is now the state of 
New York — In pne of those low houses 
with a big chimney. The people of 
tho colony were mostly Dutch, and 
they called Santa ClatlS Bt. Nicholas, 
ho being their patron saint. 

Schenectady, now a city, WftS one 
of the first, settlements In the north 
and west part of the colony, and tho 
Inhabitants made their living by trap- 
ping wild animals and selling their 
skins Sometimes the Indians would 
bring In the pelts, ns they called them, 
nml sell them to the whites, who 
would sell them again. On the other 
side of the Mohawk river from Schenec- 
tady Is a place where the Indians used 
to torture nnd burn tho prisoners tuk 
en in war. 

In Schenectady lived a fur trader by 
the name of Van Schoonhoven, with 
Ills wife and several little children, 
the oldest of whom wan a girl r.erer. j 
years of age, named Kntrlna. One I 
day Van Schoonhoven was returning 
from a trapping expedition with pelts, 
and coming to the river bant; opposite 
the settlement ho found a number of 
Indians in the act of executing sonic 
captives. They had tortured and burn- 
ed nil th<> prisoners except one person, 
a warrior whose wife and children 
were bidding him goodby before lie 
went to the stake. Van Schoonhoven. 
filled with pitv for this family, offered 
the savages all Ills pelts for the cap- 
tive's Ilf 1 . The offer was accepted, 
and the relcns'ul mnn and Ills family 
went with the white man to Schenec- 
tady They were taken to Ills cabin, 
where tliov were given food and would 
have been given shelter If they had 
not preferred to remain In the open. 

Those Indians were MoUicuus, and 
since the family name was unpro- 
nounceable they were called Mohican 
Anthony, Mohican Mary, and so on, 
each being given a name. They re 
maluel a long while In Schenectady 
ami learned mut li of the white man's 
customs. nf course they were very 
grateful to the man who had saved 
the father's life by giving a whole sea- 
son’s eateh of pelts, which be would 
otherwise have sold for more than 
£100, or $500. It was winter when the 
family cunie to abide with the Vuii 
S choonhoveus, and they spent u Christ 
mils there. Katrina Vun Schoonhoven 
tried to explain to them how St. Nicho- 
las would come down the chimney on 
Christmas morning, but they could not 
see how ho could drive his sleigh up 
on to the roof of the cabin. 

But when on Chrlstmus eve the chil- 
dren were told to hung their moccasins 
to the chimney piece and the next 
morning received them full of toys 
they believed what had been told them. 
Tho Vuu Schoonhoveus, futher uud 
mother, were much uniused one Chrlst- 
mus morning to find that the Indians 
hud placed boards uguinst the side of 
the cabin so that St. Nicholas could 
drive his reindeers up on to the roof. 

In the early epriDg Mohicun An- 
thony, his wife and bis children, the 
snows having melted so that they 
could travel, left their white friends 
and went back to their tribe.

Then In a few days letters began to 
come, letters demanding money nml 
threatening exposure, llow long the 
extortion might have gone on nobody 
i knows, but nt last nn official of tlie 
Mairum Aluminum company opened

adoption and of hi* home for the 
latter part of his life 
“The spirit of this gift Is In the 
line of onr best traditions, and 
for Its own large provision to- 
ward the educational needs of 
South Weymouth and for Its 
splendid example of unselfish giv- 
ing to the public welfare, and for 
Its lesson of self-forgetfulness, 
thus tanght to the yonng life that 
In years to come shall directly 
profit by It, thlsglft surely deser- 
ves the grateful recognition of 
allwhose eyes are set upon the 
highest things of life.” 

MONEY APPROPRIATED. 

Under Article 5, 062,000 wss appropri- 
ated for the new achoolhouse, the vote 
being aa follows : 

“Voted,— That on the lot of land ac- 
cepted by the previous vote of this meet- 
ing, passed under Article 4 , the town 
build and equip a ten-room school build- 
ing, to be known as “the Edward B. 
Nevln School,” the cost not to exceed 
#62 000; that for that purpose the amount 
of #62,000 be and hereby Is appropriated ; 
that of this amount #22 000 shall be taken 
from any money In the treasury not 
already appropriated ; that the balance of 
#40,000 shall be raised by borrowing, for 
which purpose the Town Treasurer is 
hereby authorised to prepare, Issue and 
sell, with the approval of the Selectmen, 
bonds of the Town In the aggregate prin- 
cipal amount of #40,000, payable within 
20 years from their date; that the amount 
of the annual payment and period of the 
loan be determined by the Treasurer and 
Selectmen; that said bonds bear Interest 
nt the rate not to exceed five percent per 
annum, payable semi annually, be in snch 
form not inconsistent herewith or w ith 
legal requirements as the Town Treasurer 
may determine, and shall not be obligatory 
unless authenticated by the Firet National 
' bank of Boston; that the School Commit- 
tee with the addition of Mr. George N. 
Eck serve as a building committee.” 

The meeting was called to order in the 
Odd Fellows Opera House at 8 P. M. a; d 
Town Clerk Raymond read the warrant- 
When the polls were opened for Moder- 
ator, only two voted, and Hon. George L. 
Barnes was unanimously elected. 

Article 2 was taken up, to see If the 
town would rescind its vote at the annual 
town meeting to purchase a school house 
site at South Weymouth. 

By unanimous consent Prince H. Tir- 
rell of the School Committee, read a letter

Mr. Burrell and Mr. Worthen were both 
given unanimous consent to withdraw 
their motions, and the vote to rescind the 
old appropriation was accepted. 

Under Article 5 the committee recom- 
mended a 10-room building, similar 
io the one In Ward 3 be built, and that 
#62,000 be appropriated. 

Selectman Burrell queried If a 10-room 
building was really needed. 

Mr. Rivlnlus said that there was now 
about #45,000 unappropriated In the town 
treasury, which would be a surprise to 
many. It happened when the fiscal year 
was changed to Jan. 1. one year being a 
short year. The amount had been preser- 
ved and had increased. 

Selectman Hawes queried if loo large a 
part of this balance was not being taken 

John L. Bean moved to strike out of the 
motion the type of building. Mr. Tirrell, 
W.L. Bates and Peter J. Healey favored 
a good building for South Weymouth. 

All reference to the building at Wey- 
mouth Landing was then stricken out of 
the motion, and the vote nt the top of 
the page adopted unanimously, 132 vot- 
ing yes, and 0 no. 

Under the same article the following 
action was taken.

STREET RAILWAY SERVICE. 

John L- Bean Introduced a resolution, 
which was adopted as the sense of the 
voters present, protesting against any cur- 
tailment of street railway service in 
Weymouth. 

Walter L. Bates also ofiered a resolu- 
tion setting forth that the Public Service 
Commission should extend the time 
under petition of the Bay State street 
railway, that remonstrants might have 
more time to combat figures pres- 
ented by company relative to passengers 
carried on the route between Rockland 
and Braintree. He spoke at length In 
favor of the resolution which was unani- 
mously adopted. 

At 9.05 the meeting adjourned.

New Demurrage Rales. 

The New England Demurrage Commis- 
sion, A. G. Thomason, commissioner, 
with office at 845 Old South building, 
Boston, announces n mnterial change in 
the car demurrage rates, which onr read- 
ers who load or unload freight cars will 
be interested in. The increased rates 
have been approved by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, to be applied uu- 
til May 1, 1917, as one means of Increas- 
ing Hie number of cars available for ship- 
ping, so much in demand by all shippers. 
The railroads of the whole country are 
issuing tariffs effective about December 11 
providing for the increase! rates. 

Heretofore one dollar per car per day 
after 48 hours of free time has been the 
general rate. The tariffs now being is- 
sued provide for the same free rate of 48 
hours, and the same allowance for 
weather interference as formerly, but the 
new rate is #1 per day for the first day, 
after the free time, #2 for tile second day, 
§3 for the third day, and #5 per day 
thereafter. 

The so-called average rule, under which 
some of our readers may be working, is 
also (changed to correspond to the in- 
creased rates.

How to Carve a Turkey. 

After the turkey Is roasted trim 
drumsticks with paper ruffles, which 
will enable carver to touch them If nec- 
essary without soiling his hands. Place 
turkey on platter with the head at the 
left Unless the platter Is very large 
provide an extra dish, also a fork for 
serving. • 

First.— Insert the carving fork across 
the middle of the breastbone. 

Second.— Cut through the skin be- 
tween the breast and the thigh. 

Third.— Bend the leg over and cut off 
close to the body and through tho Joint. 

Fourth.— Cut through the top of the 
shoulder down through the wing Joint. 

Fifth.— Shave off the breast In thin 
slices, slanting from the front of the 
breastbone down toward the wing Joint 

Sixth.— Carve only from the side 
nearest to you. 

Seventh.— Tip the bird over slightly 
and with the point of the knife remove 
the oyster and the small dark portion 
found on the side bone. 

Eighth.— Then remove the fork from 
the breast and divide the leg and the 
wing. 

Ninth.— Cut through the skin between 
the body and heart and with a spoon 
remove a portion of the stuffing. 

Tenth.— Serve light and dark meat 
and st lifting ns preferred. 

If carved in this way the turkey will 
he left with one-half entire and If 
pluced on u clean platter, with tho cut 
side nearest the carver nnd garnished 
with parsley, will present nenrly ns 
fine an uppearauce to all hut the carver 
as when first served. Where there are 
many to serve take off the leg and 
wing from each side and slice the 
whole of the breast before removing 
the fork, then divide as required. 

Obesity Diat. 

It is not the quantity of food, but the 
kinds of food eaten that fatten. This 
should be remembered when dieting 
to reduce flesh. “Semlstarvatlon’’ as a 
means of reducing Is not only weaken- 
ing. hut positively dangerous. The 
following diet list for the reduction of 
flesh Is governed by common sense: 

Foods permitted are clams, oysters, 
lobsters. 

Soups without flour or fat thicken- 
ing. 

Lean meats (ham, pork and liver ex- 
cepted). 

Fish— fresh, salt or smoked, of any 
kind, but cooked without fat or butter. 

Eggs in any style. 

Chicken, duck, turkey, game. 

Vegetables— squash, string beans, car- 
rots, tomatoes, turnips, cabbage, peas, 
onions, asparagus, cauliflower, celery, 
salads, watercress, pickles of all kinds. 

Gluten bread. 

Water, coffee and tea (except with 
meals).

Though the liaiiuus share our 
belief t'.int twelve men can properly 
and Justly tic lile the fate of anybody 
ace tsed of crime, while the verdict of 
tk en Is worthless, II *y have exer- 
cised enough of Inteliheuee nml fore- 
sight to provide lor the nlwnys possi- 
ble emergency that arises from the In- 
capacity of one or more Jurors to con- 
tinue In a case. 

They do It liy selecting not twelve 
Jurors, but twenty-four, to hear nnd 
Judge the testimony. After the twen- 
ty-four have been chosen, however, 
they nre separated Into two classes of 
twelve each. The duty of one of these 
dozens Is to serve exactly ns our 
Jurors do. The others simply sit In 
court listening to all thnt goes on 
and rendy to fill the places of nny In 
the first twelve who may die, fall 
elck or otherwise become Incapacitat- 
ed for service. The extra or super- 
numerary Jurors hnvo no voice or vote 
unless transferred to the other class. — 
New York Times.
